COPY OF A MEMORIAL 
From Mr. Robert Young ; praying Redress for Losses sustained by him. 

To the Honourable Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes The Petition, of Robert 
Young, of Culdaff, in the Barony of Ennishowen, in the County of Donegal. 



Most humbly Sheweth, 

THAT your Petitioner has uniformly used his best endeavours to suppress private distillation 
on his property, in this barony, and at times, when the Still Fine Laws were not in force, for which 
he received a Letter of Thanks from your Honourable Board. 

That Some years ago your Petitioner let a house to Government for a barrack, situate in the very 
centre of his lands, and was in hopes, from the residence of a Revenue Officer in it, that the illicit 
trade would have been suppressed in the places contiguous to it ; that notwithstanding this, and 
the exertions of himself and family, no less than eighty-one fines for private distillation were im- 
posed on your Petitioner’s property at the Lent Assizes of the year 1815, shortly before the arrival 
of the honourable James Hewett, in Derry, for the purpose of enforcing the collection of the 
fines in this barony. 

That in consequence of a proposal from Mr. Hewett to the landholders of Ennishowen, to 
suspend all former fines, on payment of those imposed at the foregoing assizes, your Petitioner paid 
the whole of the eighty-one fines before mentioned, amounting to 3,193/. 15 s. a sum more than 
six times as large as any other landholder in the barony paid ; that the cattle of many townlands, 
which were driven for the fines of the same assizes, were given back to the owners on their paying 
a very small proportion of them ; one townland in particular paying only two fines out of seven. 

That the tenants of another paid in hand only the one half of their fines, and were allowed one 
or two years to make up the other half, but though this period has long since elapsed, this remainder 
has not been called for. 

Your Petitioner therefore thinks it hard, that after using his utmost exertions to suppress 
private distillation, (by which he not only incurred the ill-will of his tenants, but rendered them 
less able to pay their rents, ) and after voluntarily paying the large sum before-mentioned, he should 
have suffered so much more severely than those landholders who have uniformly encouraged that 
unlawful trade, and who refused to pay any of their fines till compelled to do so. 

That if your Petitioner had followed their example, and suffered his lands to be distrained, he is 
convinced that from their remote and mountainous situation, and from the poverty of the tenants in 
general, not a fourth part of the money which he paid for them would have ever been collected. 

Your Petitioner can with truth affirm, that of the sum advanced by him he has not received more 
than one third part, and that he does not expect to be ever repaid by his tenants any part of the 
remaining two thirds. 

He therefore prays Such redress for the losses sustained by him, as to your Honourable Board 
shall seem fit, and your Petitioner, &c. &c. &c.

COPY of a Letter from the Treasury, suspending the Collection of Still Fines for one month. 



Gentlemen, Treasury Chambers, Dublin, 16th October 1816. 

IT having been represented to my Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, that apprehensions might 
be entertained by the farmers in those districts where fines for illicit distillation had been inflicted, 
that were they to cut and save their crops they would then be seized for the amount of those fines; 
and it being necessary, at such a distressful period, as to the article of grain, to give every facility 
and encouragement to the saving of it for the public good ; 

I am commanded by their Lordships to desire you will for those reasons withhold all proceedings 
for the recovery of those fines for one month, after which the said fines are to be levied off the 
property of the townland, except corn and potatoes ; and request that public notice thereof may 
be given for the information of the parties concerned.

Copy of a Letter from the Treasury, suspending the Collection of Still Fines for one month longer, 
and approving of the discontinuance of Collectors of Still Fines, &c. 



Gentlemen, Treasury Chambers, Dublin, 8th November, 1816. 

My Lords Commissioners of the Treasury wish to have the order of the 16th ult continued for 
one month longer from this date, with a view of encouraging the inhabitants of townlands subject 
to fines, to persevere in their exertions to save their crops of corn and potatoes, and to prevent any 
evil consequences which in this time of apprehended difficulty might possibly arise from the fear of 
their crops being seized for the fines. And I have it in command to inform you, that their Lordships 
shall signify very shortly their desire on the recommendation contained in your letter of the 6th 
instant, relative to a proposed suspension of fines in particular cases ; and in the mean time they 
approve of the present officers for the collection of Still Fines, together with the special assistants for 
the said purpose, (except such as are established Revenue Officers) being for the future dis- 
continued.

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COPY of Letter from the Lords of the Treasury for suspending the levy of Still Fines 
on certain conditions. 



Gentlemen, Treasury Chambers, Dublin, 4th December 1816. 

My Lords Commissioners of the Treasury having taken into consideration your letter of the 6th 
ultimo, representing that the large amount of fines for illicit distillation remaining uncollected ; and 
from their great accumulation inexpedient to levy the whole ; and that keeping them on foot to be 
enforced as circumstances should require may be more efficacious towards suppressing the mischief, 
than allowing them to remain in their present state, — 

I am commanded by their Lordships to acquaint you, that they approve of the collection of all 
fines for such offences, imposed previous to last summer assizes, should be suspended, with this con- 
dition, that in case of any detection in a townland which would subject it to a fine under the acts 
for suppressing Illicit Distillation having been made since such assizes, or being made in future, a 
single fine, together with a sum not exceeding one fourth of the arrear outstanding, should be with 
all possible promptitude levied, and the usual proceedings taken for imposing a new fine for the 
offence so detected, such levy however not to be made without the express orders of your Board, 
who may in their discretion abstain from enforcing the same, or any part thereof, should the cir- 
cumstances of the case, and the general conduct of the townland, appear to them to warrant such 
forbearance ; and their Lordships think that the present collectors of Still Fines, who are not establish- 
ed officers of the Revenue, may be dispensed with, and that the duty of collecting Still Fines, which 
will be greatly narrowed, and in many instances only occasional, may be performed by established 
officers of the department.
